Teach A Child To Create 


And 


ot To Destroy 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


THINK 1 was about the first 

psycholostist to point out that 
when a child creates he does just 
the ‘opposite of what he does when 
he destroys. It's somewhat amaz~ 
ing that in all the literature exalting 
the value of ercative activity pro- 
grammes at school, in clubs and in 
other groups of children, the 
character and citizenship values 
have not been given a bigger place. 
While co-operative play -with other 
children has been emphasised, care 
of property has not. 


Have you observed the tender, 
careful ‘attitude of an adult to- 
wards some piece of handcraft he 
or she has made? As a rule, the 
more time and skill employed in 
this achievement the more precious 
it becomes to its maker, :

Ten yeara 
ater he preached his famous 
sermon, “Expect Great’ Things

As a result, 
12 village ministers started .the 
first world missionary _ society, 
with only £16 in their treasury!

WHEN he was 32 years ‘old, 
Carey went to India to be: 
gin his long service as a, mis- 
sionary. When he: died, 41 
years later, he was still so poor 
that his son had to sell Carey’s 
books to- raise money for tho 
funeral. For his tombstone, 
Carey wrote this lines “A 
wretched, poor, and helpless 
worm.” He said of himself 
that laziness was his greatest 
sin.

, Yet William Carey, through- 
out his life, supported himself 
by his own labour as shoe- 
maker, factory worker, printer, 
publisher, and teacher. For 
others as a missionary, Carey 
helped to raise nearly £125,000.
